Dear General Smith: 

Reference is made to your letter of November 14, I960, in which 
you furnished additional information in connection with the re- 
quest for authority to disseminate "Type B Restricted Data" 
within the Central Intelligence Agency on a "need to know*’ basis. 

The Atomic Energy Commission is working /out new arrangements 
with the Department of Defense under which a distinction between 
"Type A” and "Type B Restricted Data" would be eliminated. Con- 
sequently, the request concerning the dissemination of "Typo B 
Restricted Data” would have no further meaning upon the consum- 
mation of this new arrangement which is expected to go into 
operation in the near future. 

We note in your letter that the investigations of applicants for 
employment with your Agency are conduoted by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and other governmental investigative agencies. 

The AEG would normally be able to grant a "Q" clearance to those 
CIA employees who have been investigated by the FBI upon receipt 
of additional copies of the investigative reports. Such clearance 
oould be granted without any appreciable delay. It would take 
approximately sixty to ninety days to obtain background investi- 
gation and AEG *Q n clearance for those CIA employees who have net 
been investigated by the FBI. 


Sinee you have indicated that less than 
analysts are involved, we recommend tha 
your Agency process for clearance, in accordance with estab- 
lished procedures, those employees who will require access to 
"Restricted Data."

1* Tilt; Cfefltrsl Intelligence Agency understands that by agree- 
ment between the Atomic Energy Commission anc the Depart®* nt of 
Defense certain types of atomic energy information having to do 
with military applications are categorized as “Type B Restricted 
Data*, for which specific "t" clearance 13 not required. It would 
appear that this agreement does not cover CIA* 

2. Recently documents containing information *ithin the "Type B 
Restricted Data* category have been received, from Deoartsent of De- 
fense agencies. For the most part, tine information contained in 
these documents is not of exclusive interest to thr unxt within CIA 
Which Is the normal custodian of r.esti icted Data ooc xv. nts for this 
Agency . Access to this information by other personnel of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency who do not possess % iK clearance is neces- 
sary in the performance of tneir duties. 

J. In order to obviate the necessity for requesting an appre- 
ciable number of additional *ii* clearances for CIA, it it requested 
that the Central Intelligence Agency be given authority to same 
information, classified as "Type B Restricted Data*, available, on 
the basis of the seed to itnoft, to personnel within CIA who do not 
jOaScna •%* clearance.
